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It has a different significance in the minds of dif-| 
ferent groups. Broadly speaking it assumes that the 
various species of vegetable and animal life of this day 
offers the latest development from .one orémore primitive | 
types. 

Scientists understand the evolutionary theory from | 
a different viewpoint than philosophers. Believers in 
a personal, God view it differently than those who pre- 
tend to be atheists. Some apply the theory to the his- 
torical suceession of plants and animals only, while others | 
trace the origin of man in the same way. 

(1) Scientists are quite generally committed to the 
theory that present day species of plants and animals are 
not in all respects what they were originally, and that the 
number of species is larger today; that through successive 
generations over a period of thousands (they often say 
millions) of years, considerable alteration has taken 
place in practically every living thing. 

(2) Philosopher evolutionists hold that the law in- 
herent in the:natural order produces a slow, but continu- | 
ous development in the direction of improvement and | 
yreater perfection of everything in the universe. | 

(3) Philosophers worthy of the name are believers 
in a Creator, because evolution, no matter to what ex- 
treme it may be carried, demands something as a starting 
point. To maintain that there was always something in 
existence is to err by a twofold contradiction. On) 


the one hand it would predicate eternity to matter, and | 


on the other hand, would ascribe life-producing proper- 
ties to lifeless material. | 

(4) While man’s body might conceivably be traced, 
through evolutionary processes to some earlier and 
cruder form of physical structure, and even to the ape, 
man’s soul cannot be so traced. Being altogether spirit- 
ial in nature, the soul must have had its beginning in a. 
lirect creative act of God.

Grant the sound, self-evident axioms that there can 
no spontaneous passage from non-being to being, from 
thing to something; grant that there can be no pas- 
ge from the material to the spiritual, and the Church 
‘ill let you go as far as you care to in defending the evo- 
tion theory. | 
You may or you may not, be in complete harmony | 
ith the notions of other people, because there is no har- | 
‘any concerning the subject even among scientists them- | 
elves. | 
Those, who would trace the origin of man to a | 
wanch of the ape family, need the missing link in order to | 
nake their theory a settled conviction. But this missing | 
link has never been found. In the past 70 years a few | 
parts of skeletons have been unearthed in different parts | 
of the globe which being similar to, yet different from | 
the corresponding parts of both “man and ape, 
have offered a clue to the missing link. But American | 
scientists, during the closing months of 1929, have ex-| 
oressed their doubt about the theory which was thought 
ty be corrorobated by the discovery of these bones. 
Hence it may be truthfully said that the controversy 
bearing on Evolution is not, as most people believe, be- 
tween an immense group of common people and scientists, 
but it is among scientists themselves. The lay-folk are, 
for the most part, in a passive attitude awaiting a pro- 
nouncement on which all scientists are agreed, and for 
which reliable proof is presented.

Pastoral Letter of the Rt. Rev. Dr. De La Hailandiere, 
Bishop of Vincennes. 
(Continued) 

It is not sufficient that you have confidence in your 
Bishop; it is alsé necessary that you suffer him to per- 
ceive that confidence, lest if you conceal it, the enemy of 
all good may insinuate himself between him and you, and 
persuading him that he does not possess it, cast him into 
despondency. Is not your Bishop a man like yourselves, 
and like you has he not need of consolations? Ah! if you 
knew how much weighs upon the spirits and heart of a 
Bishop! how much solicitude for the churches! [f. you 
knew how much bitterness each day pours into his soul, 
you would feel for him the liveliest commisseration. If 
you knew the motives of his actions—motives often dif- 
ferent from those you imagine—which he is obliged to 
keep secret, you would not venture, I do not say to blame, 
but even to judge his conduct, for fear of being rash and 
unjust in your judgments, , 

And you, Beloved Brethren, composed of all nations, 
and of every tongue, of every age, and either sex, who 
form the diocese of Vincennes, you who are strong in the 
faith, and you who walk with an unsteady step, attend to 
the last words of your Bishop, and treasure them in your 
hearts. He has thought it his duty to speak to the Priests 
of submission and confidence in their Bishop, permit him 
to address a few admonitions to you, also, on the subject 
of your duties. 

Above all, dearest brethren, understand well that 
your Priests have not usurped the charge of pastors of 
your souls, but that they have been sent to you by the 
Church which alone can confer a mission. Know that 
they are not like those ministers whom the caprice of 
man makes and unmakes; but that they are men chosen 
and tried, whom the imposition of the hands of a Bishop, 
and the holy unction have consecrated forever to the ser- 
vice of God and the salvation of souls: “thou art a Priest 
forever.” Do not regard them merely as men, but as 
“ministers of Christ and the dispensers of the mysteries 
of God.” Believe these truths, and hand them down to 
your children and your children’s children. Do not be- 
lieve them only, but reduce them to practice. Respect 
in your Priests the unction which has consecrated them 
and is never effaced, the Church which has sent them, and 
Christ, who has given them authority to bind and to lose, 
and to nourish you with his sacred body. Obey them as 
they themselves obey. Hear not their discourses with 
vain curiosity, but with the simplicity of faith. Increase 
not by murmurs and censure, their burdens, in them- 
selves so heavy; but rather aid them by docility and sub- 
mission, to perform the multifarious duties of their 
charge. Sustain them with your temporal goods. They 
who load you with the benedictions of heaven, and have 
renounced for you all the enjoyments of life, are entitled 
to it. Pray, I beseech you, pray for them, that they may 
be, all and always, your models and your guides: “a pat- 
tern of the flock from the heart.”’ 

To this first disposition of respect, of confidence and 
submission towards your pastors, permit me, dear breth- 
ren, to add another: that of prudence and wisdom to- 
wards the world in the midst of which you live: Hear the 
Apostle, St. Paul: “See, therefore, brethren, how you 
walk circumspectly ; not as unwise, but as wise, redeem- 
ing the time, because the days are evil: ‘Beware of false 
prophets.’ ”’ Have nothing to do with those societies which 
work in secret :—“have no fellowship with the unfruitful 
works of darkness.” Fly from the midst of Babylon: 
“Enter ye in at the narrow gate, for wide is the gate and 
broad is the way that leadeth to destruction, and many 
there are who go in thereat. How narrow is the gate and 
strait is the way that leadeth to life: and few there are 
that find it!” Finally, dearly beloved, do not forget that 
the enemy has his eye constantly fixed upon you, watch- 
ing to surprise you in fault, and to triumph over your fall. 


Your works, then, should be those of light and charity, - 


to the end that the adversary finding nothing to reprove, 
“may be afraid, having no evil to say of you.” 

Pastors and people, priests and faithful, you have 
received our last admonitions. Soon we will be gone. We 
bid you adieu—a last farewell: it is that of a friend. The 
last twelve years of our life spent in your service, not 
without some self sacrifice, and of which we regret not a 
single day, will, perhaps, prove that we have indeed loved 
you, and that it is impossible that the sentiment should 
ever be effaced. It is the adieu of a father :—all his 
thoughts, all his wishes, all his actions were for you: Had 
you but known how his heart was filled with tenderness 
for you! 

But in the moment of departure, can we forget, that 
in spite of our good intentions, we may have given dis- 
pleasure to many; that, perhaps, there are some whom 
we have wronged? No, we do not forget: on the contrary, 
we ask pardon for it. Forgive us—forgive our frailty. 
Dispense mercy in our behalf, and do not aggravate by 
your refusal, the great account which we shall have to 
render. We pardon every one with our whole heart. 
From the bottom of our souls we offer pardon to al! who 
may have any reason for self-reproach in our regard. In 
the silence of the retreat into which we shal! enter, we 
will not remember wrongs—we would forget them in 
prayer. Are there any among you who believe themsel- 
ves our debtors, let them pray for us—let them beseech 
a merciful God to pardon the numerous faults of our 
administration !—and, above all, let their prayers ascend 
when they shall learn that we have descended to the tomb.

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ANSWER TO A MODERN PROFESSOR’ Ss 
UTTERANCES 
Dr. Thomas H. Briggs, Professor of Education at Teach- 
ers’ College, Columbia University, speaking before a select 
audience at Harvard, gave utterance to a very severe criticism 
of the High Schools of the United States, and said something 
very uncomplimentary about private schools. 
“Students in private schools,” he said, “may be taught 
history which ridicules national heroes and places on a ped- 


“estal those who have carried the flag of hostile philosophies, 


economics which in our judgment undermines our entire so- 
cial structure, literature which inculcates ideals subversive to 
those that guide our conduct, and music which promotes loy- 
alty to alien lands and rulers.” 

The charges made in the above paragraph by Professor 
Briggs are utterly unfounded, and could proceed only from 
a mind prejudiced, because misinformed. 

Not long ago the CHICAGO TRIBUNE_oftfered prizes 
for an esssay on George Washington. The contest was open 
to the pupils of both public and private schools. The princi- 
pal winners were, as is usually the case, children of the pri- 
vate schools. After the contest was over, commenting on the 
character of the essays submitted, the editor of the TRIBUNE 
declared that papers submitted by the Catholic parochial! 
school pupils excelled in many ways. He said, however, that 
if he had any fault to find it would be that the parochial 
school children are trained to hold our national heroes in tuo 
high régdfd! that they are vtra patriotic. 

The public schools have often been accused of promoting 
the cause of Socialism by employing teachers who are social- 
istically inclined. Scour the entire country, and you will fail 
to find a single teacher in a Catholic school who countenances 
socialism or any form of radicalism. 

Everything taught in the parochial schools conduces to 
good citizenship and to a healthy state of society. Heart- 
training which is absent in nearly all except private schools 
is admittedly the greatest factor in education. Respect for 
authority, parental and civil is inculeated in Catholic schools; 
a lofty moral code is ever held up before the children for their 
guidance; the necessity of the unity of the family on which a 
healthy state is based is kept before them. 

We do not quite understand what the Professor means 
when he says that music is taught which promotes loyalty to 
alien lands and rulers. This would be true only in very excep- 
tional cases. England and the so-called Nordic countries, we 
fear, are not in his estimation alien lands. He would find 
no fault if music were taught which glorifies certain countries 
for which he has a predilection. 

The Professor is correct in his declaration that the high 
school system is faulty in this that it forces the backward 
child to try to learn the things from which the talented child 
alone can benefit. Both the public and the private schools fol- 
low this faulty system only because it is imposed on them by 
law, 

The schools should be scrutinized and judgment passed on 
them principally on the basis of what they are doing or fail- 
ing to do to to educate morally as well as intellectually. The 
future of our country will be made secure not so much by the 
development of the mind as by the development of the will, 

At this very time country leads every other in the 
world by several hundred per cent in the proportionate num- 
ber of children in high schools, colleges and universities, yet 
in moral! standing it ts the bottom of the list of the 
world’s nations. The in our state and federal peniten- 
tiaries in recent months have led authorities at Washington 
to declare that every prison is over-crowded; and because of 
this situation the inmates are subjected to conditions which 
naturally lead to revolt. Hundreds of laws are enacted 
every year to curb the tendencies of our peeple towards the 
violation of personal and property rights, and towards their 
abuse of liberty. We lead the world in murders, suicides, 
divorces, in frauds, in dishoneaty. 

Now the private schools aim at doing everything which 
the public schools do for the proper training of the mind of 
the pupil, and in addition they aim at training the heart and 
conscience of their students, so that they may be good citizens 
of the state, good children of parents, good children of God, 
and good tathers of families. 
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The subject of Evolution is an intriguing one because 
of the many claims and theories put forth with so few scien- 
tific facts on which they are founded. The theory of Evolu- 
tion is frequently discussed, and, we feel sure that many of 
our readers are asked the teaching of the Catholic Church 
upon this much mooted subject.
